to render the man less able physically tocom- 
pete with other men? Again, even in what 
are generally termed the unskilled branches 
of labour, thero is some skill required, which 
soldiers do not 
possess, even in the roughest and simplest of 
abour. It isonly reasonable to my mind that 
a man who has many of his most 
recent years in the Army should be nowhere 
in working against another man who has 
"sont those same qan at a particular in- 
dustry. Another thing which goos against 


pension, he is independent to such a degree, 
that when reminded of his short earnings, he 
probably throws up his employment 
and leaves, when, it may be, his em- 


ployer afford to dispense 
«with his services. With these few remarks 
I think I have made it clear why 


employers fight shy of discharged soldiers, 
without any disparagement to them, and 
that it is not from the fact they ara dis- 
charged soldiers. The only remedy that 
occurs to me is, is it possible or practicable for 
the Government to provide employment for 
soldiers in their leisure hours which would 
keep them in touch with civil life and the 
various callings for which they are suitable 
and have previously been accustomed to?

soldier. Now, it is quite possible for a man to 
get a good discharge from the Army, and not 
bo worth his salt as a civilian. I have 
served some years myself, and I think I can 
givo a better reason why they do not get 
recruits, and I know every Tommy Atkins 
(not sergeants or sergeant-majors) especially 
those serving in India, would teil you tho 
aame—it is stoppazes, nothing more or less. 
When a man qn to India he has to pay for 
a sea kit, which is issued to him a day or two 
before he embarks. When he arrives there 
he has to supply himself with kahkiclothing, 
three suits of white, serge suit, puggies, &c., 
which puts him in debt for the first three 
months, and instead of drawing Rs.5 a week, 
ha is lucky if he gets one. And besides 
paying for all that, ho has got to keep up his 
underclothing, and, if acavalryman, buys his 
highlows, stable kit, &c. ; во, of course, when 
his chum writes to him and tells him that he 
thinks about enlisting, Tommy writes back 
and tells him all about it, and his chum 
decides to remain a civilian. In conclusion, I 
wish to say that I thick it isa good deal their 
own fault that the old soldiers with such 
good discharges are out of work, аз I had a 
bad discharge, and was never out of work 
more than ten days; but [ do not stand atill 
ani growl; I go and look for it.—Trusting 
that yon will be kind enough to insert this in 
your valuable paper, yours &c., 
DiscHARGED CAYALRYMAN.

The deceased was made Lord Warden of the 
Cinquo Ports in December, 1805; and at the 
end of 1863 accepted office under Mr. Glad- 
stone as Colonial Secretary, retaining that 
position until July, 1870, when he was a 
pointed Secretary for Foreign Affairs in 
succession to the late Earl of Clarendon. 
He occupied the latter ition until 
the resignation of the Liberal Cabinet 
in February, 1874. Early in the fol 
lowing year, when Mr. Gladstone re- 
tired from the leadership of the Opposition, 
Lord Granville became, by general consent,
